After The Globe interview hoe met

* Deal” About the Protest. 

Witness testified that Capt. Sulli- 
Yan introduced him to his son, 
Frank, at the Walker Houso on 
Sept. 9, but their names Were not 
mentioned by Mr. Gamcy.  Gamey 
soured to be worrying about the 
protest, saying ho belioved any per 
gon could be unseated if moncy cn- 
ough were spent, but that he knew 
of no reason why ho should be dis- 
qualified. He said he couldn't af- 
ford to fight another ¢clection. The 
doctor advised him to resign, and 
run on an independent platform os 
the honorable course. In the con- 
versation, the word ‘‘deal’’ was 
used, but he explained to Mr. John- 
ston that the only deal he under- 
stood was relative to the withdrawal 
of tho protest and tho giving of the 
patronage of the riding. Ganwy said 
that the patronage of the riding was 
to be given to him if he turned over.

Smoking Hoom Story Denied. 

Mr. Chas. Chase, messenger at tho 
door of the Exccutive Council room, 
said he never saw Mr. Gamcey until 
two days before the House adjourn- 
ed for this invesigation, . He never 
did ‘any . messages for any depart- 
ment but his own since appointed 
in 1888. He never spoke to Frank 
Sullivan more than a couple of 
times. In September last he lived 
at the old Parliamont buildings, and 
was in the habit of leaving for lunch 
at 12 or 5 minutes to 13, and re- 
turning about 1.20. He could not 
remember being at the door any day 
at that time about 12.80. He never 
delivered any package or letter from 
Mr. Stratton or Mr. Myers to the 
smoking-room, and during Septem- 
ber ho never delivered any money 
from Mr, Stratton to anyone. ‘The 
statement that he left a letter or 
parcel on tho table in the smnoking- 
room on Sept. 10 to 11 was not 
true. a 

A plan was produced showing the 
position of his scat in the corridor, 
and the wash-room and the smok- 
ing-room mentioned by Mr. Gamcy in 
connection with the alleged payment 
of $3,000 to him.

! Myers, the Next Witness. . 

Mr. Elgin C. Mycrs said that he 

was stenographer and typewriter, in 
Mr. Stratton’s office during August 
and September last. His position 
was in the outer office, and at that 
time there were in that, room Afr, 
Burrows, the private sccretary, and 
also Mr. Costello, the messenger. Ho 
said that Mr. Stratton was not 
there on Monday, September 8th, 
but was there Tuesday, September 
Oth. He did not know Mr. Gamey, 
and did not sco him in September. | 
He took no correspondence from Mr. 
Stratton on the 9th. He took the 
dictation for the Aylesworth letter, 
subsequently signed by Gamey, on 
September 10th from Mr. Stratton, 
This was just before he went to 
luncheon. Mr. W. 1. Boland was pre- 
sent, and was still there when he 
loft for luncheon at 11.45. He did 
not sce afr. Gamcy that day or the 


day before. . Neither did he sce Wr. 
Gamey on September 11th. He be- 
came acting private secretary to Mr. 
Stratton ‘when Mr. Burrows was tak- 
en iil on Oct..4, but did not receive 
the appointment to that position un- 
til Jan. 1 this year. He never took 
eny parcel to the smoking-room on 
those days, and knew nothing about 
it. He never took any parcel or 
money or letter of any kind in Scp- 
tember and gava it to Mr, Chase to 
be taken to the smoking-room. 
First faw Mr. Gamey in October. 

The firat time he saw Mr. Gamey 
was about the end of October, when 
he came in and asked for Mr. Strat- 
ton. The messenger ushered Gamey 
in, and he was there about 20 min- 
utes. Hoe never took Mr. Gamey toa 
room on that occasion, or any other 
occasion. At Mr, Stratton’s request 
“he mailed to Mr. Gamey the letter 
which Mr. Gamey afterwards sent 
Premier about his position.

The next, appointment with Mr.

The day before The Globe in- 
terview Mr. ’Gamey telephoned, ask- 
ing for an appointment with Mr. 
Stratton.: He told Mr. Stratton, 
and the Minister spoke to 
Mr. Gamey over the telephone. 
He did not seo Mrf. Gamcy 
that day, not till the afternoon 
of the next day. A little after two 
that day he was shown into Mr, 
Stratton’s room by Costello and re- 
mained fiftcen or twenty minutes. He 
saw The. Globe reporter and told 
him Gamcy Was there. When com- 
ing ont, Gamey, said he was not 
ready to give him the interview now, 
that he would make a few changes, 
and would go down town to look it 
over and come back. He told Mr.

In Mr. Stratten’s Office. 


Myers sald that at about 6 o'clock 
on the 29th January he saw Gamey 
in the corridor and told him Mr. 
Stratton was in, and he went into 
Mr. Stratton’s room. He was there 
15°or 20 minutes and came out into 
witness’ room. Ho and Mr. Ham- 
mond then had a chat, and when Mr. 
Gamoey came out they moved over to 
a table in the corner and sat down. 
Mr. Gamey went back to the Minis- 
ter's room after ho got through with 
Mr. Hammond. He was just a min- 
ute there, just in and out again. Mr. 
Gamcy and the Minister could = not 
have had an interview in the lobby 
without his secing them, Mr. Gam- 
vy camo. straight Nrough his room 
and out at the door, 

Didn't See Sullivan. 

He didn’t sce Sullivan on that oc- 
casion. Somebody opened tho door 
from tho hall into his room, but ho 
did not know that it was Sullivan. 
He went to the Minister's room im- 
mediately after Gamey left, and Mr. 
Stratton was coming out with his 
hat on and the evening papers in his 
hand. Mr. Hammond told him that 
the Minister told him.to havo thejin- 
terview signed for his own (Ham- 
mond’s) protection, and that he 
(Hammond) was glad to have it 
signed as a guarantee. As far as he 
knew, Gamey was never there on 
other ~occasions, except those men- 
tloncd. . He never. saw Frank Sulli- 
yan there with Gamey. Ho — never 
saw Frank Sullivan in the Minister's 
room, and saw him perhaps 
times in his own office.

Mr. Herbert 
Burrows was secretary up to- tho 
fourth of October, but during, Sep- 
tember was in poor health, and did 
not do much work, 
Letter Wasn't Copied. 


















ning of October of last year letter 
press copics were made of. the let- 
ters. They had two Ietter books 
running then, one purely official and 
the other private. All letters mark- 
ed-private and confidential went. in- 
to the private book. These were Mr. 
Stratton’s ‘Ictters: not departmental 
lotters at all; but they got up in the 4 
letter books and the system was dis- 
carded in favor of duplicate letters. 
This change was made after he be- 
came acting secretary. Ho said they, 
had the files of the duplicate letters, 
and on being asked to produce them 
said it was an immense letter case. 
Counsel said he would like to sco 
for himself if this particular letter 
of the 10th September was copied in 
the Ictter book, and witness said the 
letter was not copicd at all, as it 
was not apparently a Ictter written 
for the Minister or himself to sign, 
and they only copied such.

A Month or Six Weeks.

} Chapman's story is as follows: “‘L 
was ondiot the soventcen men in the 
mine ‘when the fall took place. INelt 
the concussion very severe. I was 
at top’of number 8 manwcy and I 
noticed that the air in the workings 
was forcing everything before it to- 
ward’ the. outside of tho mountain, 
and thé’ coal began to fall, and 
threatened. .ta close. the same. I 
started. to make down the manway. 
We artanged that those who were 
not cutting would have to sit to onc 
side out of the road, while some 
were cutting. timbers and others were 
keeping ¢ close watch on tho lamps. 
Same went back for timbers, and so 
we worked on, for about an hour, 
when we found that the air was get- 
ting bad, We then decided we would 
Kill the ‘horses in a few minutes if 
tlie air did not clear. . : 

“Two decided to go back to No.8 
manway to sce if they could attempt 
to go out through the upper tunnel. 
‘They found they could hardly keep 
their lamps lit in the manway, 80 
they came back behind us. They 
could sce it coming in the manway.

“By the time I got down there 
were three other men in the crosscut, 
and one of them, Evan Jones, called 
mo to help him to pull a man out 
who had been closed In the croxscut.

Previncial Secretary Stratten Will Tell

Toronto\May 4.—Provincial Secre- 
tary Stratton will take tho witness 
stand to-day.. It is thought that 
the Minister's examination and cross- 
examination will consume at Icast 
two days. It 1s possible it may be 
even as long as Gamcy’s, When this 
fs concluded the investigation will 
be practically ¢oncluded. There are 
to be a few witnesses, however, to 
be called in rebuttal. Altogether, 
the arguments are not expected to 
comment before. this day week. 
They will consume the better part of 
the week. Therefore, two more weeks 
will probably be devoted to the 
trial, and the decision of the com- 
mission is not expected for another 
week at the least, Their Lordships 
have to examine a masa of testi- 
mony, notes and various features of 
the trial. Therefore it is not anticipa- 
ted that a report can be made to the 
House much béfore the close of May. 

Crimisal Presecations, 

The posaibilities of prosecutions of 
a criminal character growing out of 
-the affalr are being very {freely dis- 
cussed. It. was stated at the open- 
ing by Gamey that he would not in-. 
sist on the Sullivans being brought 
to book on any charge growing out 
of the affair. Towever, prosecutions 
for perjury are quite likely, but just 
who will be the accused ‘s as yct 
uncertain. Since so many persons 
have fiatly contradicted each other, 
some one must have committed per- 
jury: Under the terms of the Com- 
mission, no prosccutions can ariso 
out of the evidence of any witness 
for perjury or.on a ‘charge that. 
doca not have to be substantiated 
by exidence given by the person ac- 
cused during the investigation.

Onions and Epidemics, 


READER of “Marmaduke’s™ let- 
tera in London “Truth” has sent 
him the following: 

“Whilst turning over some old books 
in my lbrary lest week I situmbied up- 
on the following paragraph In the 
‘Rural World’ of 1863. Am there is an 
epidemic of smallpox in London It has 
occurred to me to scnd this to you, for 
some of your medical readers may be 
elther able to prove or disprove the 
statements It contains: . 

‘Onions and Eplidemics.—In the 
spring of 1849 I was In charge of one 
hundred men on shipboard, with’ the 
cholera among the men. We had on- 
fons, which a number of the men ate 
freely. Those who did so were soon 
attacked, and nearly all died. As soon 
as I made this discovery their use was 
forbidden. After mature deliberation 
I came to the conclusion that onlons 
should never be eaten during the pre- 
valence of epidemics, for the reason 
that they absorb the virus, and com- 
municate the disease, and that the pro- 
per‘use for them ds sliced and placed 
in the sick-room, and replaced with 
fresh ones every few hours. .. . Af- 
ter maintaining the foregoing opinion 
for eighteen“years, I have found the 
following well attested: Onions placed 
in the room where there Is smallpox 
will blister and decompose with great 
rapidity; not only so, but will prevent 
the spread of the disease, I think that 
as a disinfectant they have no equal if 
properly used.

BRITISH MONROE DOCTRINE. 


Lerd Laasdowne Deciars— Such is the 
Persian Gulf. 


London, May 7.—Foreign Secretary 
Lansdowne has proclaimed a Dritish 
Monroe doctrine in the Persian Gulf, 
and hag practically notified the com- 
peting powers that any attempt on 
their part to establish a naval base 
or fortified post in those waters 
means war with Great Britain. 

“I say without hesitation,” sald 
the Foreign Sccretary, dealing with 
the subject in the House of Lords 
last ovening, ‘‘that we should regard 
the establishment of a naval base or 
a fortified port in the Persian Gulf 
by any other power as a very grave 
menace to British interests, and wo 
should certainly resist it with all 
the means_at our disposal.’* 

Lord Lansdowne's attitude “in this 
matter generally meets with approv- 
al, although the answers thereto of 
the other powers intercsted in the 
Gulf are awaited with some anxiety. 

Transvaal Lo.m laned. 

London, May 7.—In moving in the 
Tfouse of Commons yesterday a for- 
mal resolution guarantceing the 
‘Transvaal loan of $175,000,000, Co- 
lonial Secretary Chamberlain dcliv- 
ered a lengthy, optimistic specch on 
the future of the new South African 
colonics. He explained that it had 
been decided to purchase all the cx- 
isting railways, which would absorb 
$65,000,000 of the ~ now Joan, and 
$25,000,000 more will be cxpended 
as quickly as possible on the devel- 
opment of railways; $12,500,000 
would be spent on land settlement, 
and $10,000,000 on public works. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
Ritchie, declined to reveal the rate 
of interest in advance of the issuing 
of.the prospectus, After some de- 
bate the resolution was agrecd to.

Advices of tho terrible affair were 
rushed to Fort William, and all the 
available tncdical) aid, with nuracs 
and appliances for the relic! of tho 
injured, were despatched to the 
scene, arriving about 4 o'clock. The 
injured were given first ald, and then 
taken to Fort William Hospital. The 
sceno was appalling ‘in the extreme. 

The cries of those confined in the 
burning car wore plainly heard, but 
the flercencss of the famca mado all 
attempts at rescuc abortive. For a 
timo {it seemed that all*the occu- 
pants of the car were doomed, when, 
by some accident, one of them fell 
through a .window,, and ho was 
quickly followed § hy six or seven 
others. All of them were fearfully 
burned, and their recovery is doubt- 
ful. It is very diMfeult so far to get 
detalls. Those who accompanied the 
injured here can offer no cause for 
the wreck. They all agree, however, 
that the victim suffered very little, 
somo of them being dead before the 
flames ‘reached them. . 


The — wreeked. train. had been dis- 
tributing ties along the track, and 
was coming back, when, about a 
mile out of Dexter Station, a board- 
ing car, with 20 men on board, 
Jumped the track, The cause is sup- 
posed to havo been a broken wheel. 
A fiat car telescoped the boarding 
car, which overturned and caught 
fire, the flames spreading 80 rapidly 
as to hamper any rescue. Not a 
sound of pain was heard. 

Dr. Hamilton, the C.P.R. surgeon, 
went up immediately by special 
train, and two more doctors follow- 
ed after, but, later, returned on the 


the scene of the accident, there be- 
ing no need of their services.

WEST LORNE COLLISION. 


The Jury's Verdict Is Calpable Neglect 
of Rallroad’ Company. 


St. Thomas, May: 4.—The inquest 
into the L. E. & BD.

The evidence of the crew of the 
colliding train and the despatcher at 
Ttidgctown showed ,that the rules of 
the rond were differently interpreted 
by the eanployes. The jury returned 
this verdict: ‘That Thomas Luton, 
John MeNeil and Jokn Falgar,° on 
April 29, at West Lorne, caine to 
their deaths as a result of a rear 
end collision betwen two trains on 
the Lake Erie and Detroit Miver 
Railroad; that the said collision was 
caused by the culpable neglect of 
«the ‘said railroad company in not 
adopting a proper system as to the 
running of trains, and of not fur 
nishing and supplying to their train 
wen proper rules so intelligible to 
their employes that no misunder~ 
standing could ariso as to the dutics 
of their train men; We recommend 
that semaphores be forthwith con- 
structed on ~the said railrond- at 
proper distances from the station.’ 


EX-KING MWANGA DEAD.

Port Victoria,. Seychelles Islands, 
May 9.—Mwanga, the former King of 
Uganda, is dead.

But’ the most 
plausible origin’ siven of the ‘cockade 
of to-day Is that! it was derived from 
the tuft’of cock’s plumes worn by the 
Croatian: soldiers, who in the \weven- 
teenth tentury served’ under France, 
and introduced the cravat to the world 
of fashion. At any rate, in 1638, men 


ambitious to become’ soldiers of France’ 


received, cockades of paper; hence the 
expression, “prendrel a -cocarde,” mean- 
ing “to enlist.” ‘Cockades appear to 
have fallen’ into innocuous‘ desuetude, 
so fat as France wns concerned,’ until 
the Revolution, “when the “cocarde 
tricolor” must ‘have become obligatory. 


‘for, just before’ the fait of Robesplerre, 
arrests were made for not wearing It.'}’ 


-The black cockade, now worn in 
England, was originally the distinctive 
badge of the House of Hanover, as the 
white cockade was that of the House 
of Stuart. It is sald asrhite was 
adopted by the’ adherents of the 
Stuarts because it was the emblem 
of the kings of France, who supported 
the Stuarts against the Hanoverilans. 
The cockade worn by scrvants of the 
British royal household is a large 
half-disk which projects above the hat. 
Servants of naval officers wear a disk 
not projecting above the hat; those of 
army officers and other persons con- 
sidering themselves entitied to carry 
cockades are fan-shaped, with a but- 
ton,.and they reach above the hat, 
The cockades of the servants of dl- 
plomats are In the colora of the coun- 
try thelr masters represent, and many 
noblo houses on the centinent of’ Eur- 
ope make their servants wear cock- 
ades matching their Ilvery in color. 
‘When, many years ago, the war as to 
whose servants were entitied to o& 
cockade was raging in England, the 
facts discovered were that no orders 
regulating thelr use were known to 
exist, but it was recorded that ser- 
vants of officera of the London City 
Light Horse, a volunteer regiment, did 
not wear them. ‘The conclusion ar- 
rived at was that the cockade was 
criginally purely a military distine- 
tion; that the rearcon it was worn by 
servants of field oficers was that, in 
former days, these servants had 
served In the army, that it was later 
adopted by servants who had never 
been In the army, and afterward by 
servants of naval officers. 

There being no set rule in any cuun- 
try from which we have been in the 
habit of adopting social customs, it 


.remains for us to follow the law that 


usage and good form has laid down. 
They have prescribed that the serv- 
ants of ambassadors and forelgn min- 
Isters of the United States abroad 
shall wear cockades, Ike the servants 
of foreign diplomats accredited to this 
country, the cockades of the coach- 
mah and footman giving the carrieges 
a certain right of way. Ambassadors 
and ministers are entitled to the cock- 
ade after they have retired from the 
diplomatic service: But consuls are 
not members of the diplomatic ser- 
vice; they are merely commercial 
agents. Nelther our consuls abroad 
nor consular representatives to this 
country have the right to the cock- 
ade, as consuls, Its adoption by an 
American citizen who represented a 
foreign country as consular agent In 
this city was authorized nelther by 
usage nor good taste. That his fam- 
ily should continue to use it after his 
death fa ridiculous vulgkrity. Ser- 
vanta of officera of the United States 
army .and navy, both regular and vol- 
unteer, are also ent! to wear the 
cockade.—Town Topics. ¥ 


" Egzs for The British Museum. 


A‘nofice of the collections recently 
Dequeathed by the tate Gir, Phillp 
Crowley to the natural history branch 
of the British Museum appeared a few 
days sgo in the “Times.” A very Im- 
portant portion of the Sequest is the 
collection of eggs, from which 15,200 
epecimens have been added to’ the ser- 
des previously possessed by the muse- 
um.

Work of Dominican Fathers. 


The Dominican Fathers rendcrod a 
great deal of assistance in tho work 
of removing furniture from dangcr, 
The loss is estimated at half a mil- 
lion. $350,000 for houses and con- 
tents, and $150,000 for lumber. J. 
R. Booth & Co. and the Export 
Lumber Co. are tho chicf losers on 
the lumber. 

The Assessment Commissioncra ¢s- 
tiinates area of burned district at 
sixty acres. This is considered rath- 
er low, His estimates of his houses 
burned and familics homeless are al- 
80 lower than those given above. 

One Dies of Fright. 

Not until 9.30 o’clock was there 
any assurance that the Chaudicre 
flats would be saved. Across Welling- 
ton street the northern terminus of 
the fire were piles of lumber sur 
rounding the C.P.M. depot, and Iend- 
ing down to © Booth’s mills, There 
Were no. casualtics, but several per- 


sons seriously. ill bad to be hurriedly > 


removed, and one, an Italian, died 
shortly after. 

Chief Powell says that the police 
suspect Whitey of starting the first 
fire in the hay sheds, but that he 
did not start the big fire, as he was 
under surveillance by adetective all 
afternoon. 

Necord ‘of Last Fire. 

On April, 26,1900, “The Great 
Fire at Ottawa"’ occurred, As tho 
reports of that day said: ‘'The fire 
fiend and the wind which consorted 
together, and began their frolic at 
11 o’clock in the morning."’ Defore 
midninght of April 26, 1900, half of 
Ottawa was in ashes, $18,000,000 
had gone up in smoke, 16,000  per- 
sons were rendered homeless, and 8,- 
000 workers were without a job. 

Terente Man Suffers, 

Toronto, May 11.—D. Cumming of 
124 Peter street lust night reecived 
a tclegrain from his family in Ot- 
tawa, telling him that the houschold 
was totally destroyed. This is tho 
second time Mr. Cumming has lost 
his property, he having been in the 
fire of 1900. Ilis house in Ottawa 
wax at the corncr’of Spruce and 
Preston strects, and in the centre of 
the froawept districts.

Service at the Residence, 

Service was conducted at the house 
at 8 o'clock last evening, by Rev. A. 
A. Cameron, after which the body 
was conveyed to the Union Station, 
for transportation to Ridgctown. 
The Government car ‘*‘Montreal,’’ 
was placed at the service of Mrs. 
Mills for the purpose. At Toronto 
the \Grand™ Trunk. Railway took 
charge of the body, and from Lon- 
don it was transported on the Mich- 
igan Central to Ridgetown. From 
there the final journey to the cemc- 
tery will be made by road on Wed- 
nesday  morning.. Rev. Mr. Walker 
will conduct the burial scrvice at the 
grave side. A floral wrea® from the 
judges of the Supreme Court stood 
at the head of the coffin, and at the 
foot reposed a floral anchor, sent by 
the Press Gallery. . 

Program Was Not Executed. 


In the House of Commons it was 
generally expected that Laurier and 
Borden would make addresses of 
some length, but at some point the 
arrangements miscarricd. It was ap- 
parently intended that routine busi- 
ness should be carricd on until about 
half an hour~ before 6 o’clock, but’ 
when 6 o'clock came, there was only 
timo for the briefest possible _ refer- 
ence to the man who had played so 
large a part in public affairs for a 
third of a century. 

At 8 o'clock last night there was a 
gathering at the house on Concession 
street.

A number of members on both sides 
of the Tiouse expressed their views 
of tho measure, and in reply to Mr. 
Whitney, Premier Ross safd it was 
not a Government bill, and, with a 
smile, he said that ‘‘We are so dem- 
ocratic now that wo allow the mem- 
bers to havo their own opinions.’’ 
The Premier also sald it would bo 
safo to endorse the bill and let It go 
to a committee, 

Mr. Whitney said the bill. estab- 
Ushing the present system six ycars 
ago, had not a single defender out- 
sido the House. - 

The bill was read a second timo 
and sent to a committce.

Ross‘sald the departments. pay all 
revenuc into the Treasury’, Départ- 
ment, which deposits funds in . tho 
following banks; Commerce, Ontario, 
Toronto, Standard, Sovereign, - Im- 
perial, Traders’, Mctropolitan, Ham- 
ilten, Union, Royal and Ottawa.

Montreal, May 12.—(Star cable.)— 
London, May 11.—Andrew Carnegic 
pours vitriol upon Canada in an in- 
terview with The Ironmongers’ Jour- 
nal in connection with the presiden- 
cy of the Iron and Stcel Institute.

The Original Mr. Squeers, 


HE thoughtlessness of writers in 
caricaturing people for gro- 
tesque purposes in thelr novels 
has been the cause of much an- 
noyance and suffering to sen- 

sitive persons. Both Dickens and 
Thackeray sinned in this respect 
through their perfectly evident por- 
tralture of persons who could easily be 
identified. 

A writer in the “Literary Era,” after 
citing the offences of Thackeray, Dis- 
raell and others, brings up the notable 
case of the achoolmaster in “Nicholas 
Nickleby,” and says: 

The grossest injary which Dickens 
ever inflicted on a fellow-bdeing was his 
too accurate portrait of an innocent 
man in his Squeers. That Yorkshire 
echoolmasters were, es a. rule, cruel 
and wicked enough, ft ja trué. But the 
particular schoolmaster, who was re- 
cognized and who recognized himeeit 
as the original Squeers, seema to have 
been an exception.to the rule. 

It will be remembered that Dickens 
and his Hlustrator traveled together to 
the north of England for the purpose 
of collecting material for “Nickleby,” 


and especially for the Dotheboys: ep 


sode.

Yes, as wo look at distress unre 
leved, at lives in which there ‘1s no 
brightness, it docs seem as if _God 
were. not always around. But has 
that thought no message for us? Are

He entors the ‘university, 
‘Then perhaps he comes up to gradu- 
ation with a hacking cough or ruin- 
edeyesight and with his physical 
health wrecked. Ah, that is pathot-’ 

That is a sacrifice that is being 
made in every part’ of the land. 

But if it is pathetic to see a poor 
boy struggling for an intellectual cd- 
ucation how much more pathetic is it 
to see one struggling for 4 spiritual 
education when he has been born in 
the cradle of sin? When I go down 
the strect and seo men and women

whose faces ‘from carly childhood * 
searred 


were and marred: with asin, I 
often to myself: “What chance 
have rr mortals? Their 
fathers perhaps were jailbirds. Their 
mothers were dissolute and deserted 
them perhaps on the day they were 
born. Their companions from youth 
have been thicves and robbers, And 
yot some of these poor wretches, 
born in sin, have struggled up by 
the grace of God into the light. They 
have by slow and painful stages, Won 
a hard earned spiritual education. 
They struggled on and up, battling 
their way. atep by step, fighting 
against all the inherited tendencics 
of their past lives. Thoy struggled 
up out of the hovel and the saloon 
and the guttcr and’the poorhouse. 
Like the demon Mary, at 
last they became the sainted Mary?

education free, so that we can dis- 
criminate between right and wrong, 
shall we not now be willing to pay 
something at least for our past 
Christian tultion? 

How can we pay God back for this 
spiritual education of our childhood?

Pure charcoal or the charred wood 
from the stove, when fresh, is an ex- 
tellent’ aid in arresting. bowel .com- 
plaints, and is both: simple and harm- 
less. Where the hens tare not: hada 
variety, parched grain partly burnt al- 
fords an agrecable change and serves 
“| nearly the same purpose as enarcoal, 
Oats, corn, wheat or even: bran will 
be readily eaten by hens when they 
have been regularly ied on a sameness 
of diet, and such food will greatly aid 
in- arresting diarthoea or other bowel 
disorders. In experiments maae to de- 
termine the benehts of charcoal in feed- 
ing, if any, four turkeys were confined 
in'a pen and fed on meal, boiled po- 
tatocs and oats, and foar others of the 
same brood were at t4e same time con- 
fined in another pen an:l fed daily on 
the same articles, but with one pint of: 
finely pulverized charcoal mixed with 
their food. These had also 2 plentiful 
supply of broken charcoal in their pen. 
The eight were killed, and there was a 
difference’ of one and one-half pounds 
in favor of those supplied with char- 
coal. They were the fattest, and the 
meat was superior in point of tnder- 
ness and flavor.—Country World,

HORSE FESL ON HIM 


Accidentally ; Kiiled - in: British 
Columbia While on a 
Sporting Trip. 

Was a: Prominent Citizen of 
Brockville and Very 
Much Respected. 


(Brockville Times} 
John MacLaren, one of _Brockville's 
leading citizens, died last night et 98 


_j o'clock at Kamloops, BO, from in- 


juries sustained on Monday last while 
on a hunting and fishing trip up the 
Thompson River, Bity ‘miles from 
Kamloops. From the meagre inform- 
ation recolved by telegrams It would 
appear that Mr. MacLaren was hunt- 
ing among thd Rockies on horseback 
and in siimbing a steep incline the 
horse. stumbled and fell backwards on 
Mr. MacLaren, who received Internal 
Injuries. The section where the accl- 
dent occurred was an out-of-the-way 
place, making !t impossible to procure 
medicai attendance. He was hurried 
Inte a boat for a fif{ty-mile trip down 
the Thompson River to Kamloops and 
after two days that place was reached 
yesterday. Then everything possible 
was done to effeot the patient's re- 
covery, but it was found: the injuries 
were of such a serious nature as to 
be able to afford Uttle, if any, relief. 
‘Phe fact that be was two whole days 
without surgical attendance also mi- 
Jitated against his recovery. Mr. Mac- 
Laren was pvidently accompanied on 
the fatal trip by one G: D. Scott, who 
js nat known ‘here. Mfr."Scott on 
reaching civilization promptly com- 
munteated with Mr. MacLaren's rel- 
atives and notifled them at intervals 
by telegraph ab td bis condition. To 
be out off in such a tragic tnanncr, 
far away from ‘home and friends Is 
sad, Indeod, and makes the bereave- 
ment doubly bard ta thoss who havo 
been called upon to. mourn his loss. 

Three wecks ago Mrs. MacLaren 
and famlly went! to Belleville to re- 
main witp' her mezher, Mrs. Forin, 
during a period of her hustand’s ab- 
sence. Sno was advised of the accld- 
ent to hep husband through her bro- 
ther, Peter Formn. Reahzing the 
worst, Kev. Robt. Laird, the family’s 
pastor, procepded to Mellyillc on the 
midnight traln to console Sirs. Mac- 
Laren and bu with ser, when ihe an- 


neuncement or Ler bdsbanas death 
camc. 


Tne sudden demise of Mr. MacLaren 
has causcu p profound shock in Brock- 
viile, because of tho prominent place 
he oceupled in business, socat vind re- 
ligtous cireles. during Loe past winl- 
ter bis Lealiu wos mure Or sss 1M 


monla. Towards spring, however, Jc 
had recovered, and being cleeted a 
delegate of tue Brockville Presbytery 
to the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterlan Church of Canada, which 
meets at Vancouver, BC, in June, be 
decided to spend a faw montbs prior 
to that dulc in British Columbia In 
pursuit of pleasure, and also,to at- 
tend to soma matters of business 
there In which be fp largely inter- 
ested. He accordingly left for the 
west In March, in company with his 
brother Alex. MacLaren, of Bucking4 
ham, who has since returned. Let- 
ters were recelyed from him from 
time to time, Indleating that he had 
thoroughly regained bis bealth, and 
was enjoying his Vacation ‘immenscly. 
He was Iikely on 2 fishing trip 
among the wilds-of the Rockies wheo 
the fatal accident befol him. 

Jobn MacLaren was born in Buck- 
inghaim, Que,, sboui 50 years azo, be- 
ing a son of the late James QacLarch, 
# prominent fumber merchant and [or- 
mer president of the Hank of Ottawa. 
He was brought up there and os 
young man was associ ed with his 
ather in the Juaiber tr He spent 
several years at New Westminster, 
B.C,, in councstion with his father's 
terests, and for a time lived at W 
sor, Omt.. Coming to Brockville in Ap- 
ril, 1892, ke purchased the James Hall 
Glove Works, which he has considcr- 
ably enlarged, making it one of the 
best factorics in Ontario and giving 
employment to a large number of 
hands. Mr. MacLaren associated with 
capital much executive ability in con- 
ducting the manufactory until it is 
now in a Mourishing cond!tiou. He 
was associated with the Czuadian Oak 
Belling company, another of Brock- 
ville’s (ine ‘ndustrics, having the hon- 
or of being president of the company. 
He also owned a large lumber mill at 
East TempRion and ways largely inter- 
ested in mines in Ontario, Brit-sh Col- 
umbia and Quebec. 

He wes married the same summer 
in which he settled in Brockville to 
Miss Emma, daughier of the late John 
Fo! Esq., of Belleville and purchased 
the fine property of Toomas Gilmour, 
King strect cas, known as “River- 
side,” where he has sinee resided. Af- 
ter his murclage in company with Mrs. 
Machorer. he took a trip abroad vislt- 
ing Great Britam and points.on the 
continent. Mr. MacLaren's fainlly con- 
sists of four children, John Hugh, 8 
yoars; James, & years: Jcan, 3 yoars, 
und Gordon Forin, 1 year. He Is alzo 
survived by three brothers and onc 
sister, Alexander and Albert, of Buck- 
ingham ; David, Vice-President of the 
Bank of Oitawa, of Ottawa, and Mrs.

Tho ‘Commission +-was assured by 
Mr. Johnston that. he took up his 
dutics with no polltical feeling what- 
ever, but with a simple desire- to 
aid them to a right conclusion: He 
wanted’ a calm, judicial decision, 
and if it was against him he 
would not cherish tho slightest un- 
charitable feeling, or make a single 
ungenerous remark towards his op- 
ponents.

The Question of Patronage. 

There were three conditions in 
which a member can be placed in re- 
gard to patronage. First, in which 
nothing has been said between hin 
and the Ministers; sccond, where he 
has been told he will get his share 
if he supports the Government; third, 
where theroe is a corrupt bargain 
mado based on an act of corruption.

A DESPERATE STRUGGLE. 


Turks Killed 150 Macedonian Insurgents 
in 30 Hour’s Hattie, 


Vienna, May 26.—About 150 Mace- 
donian insurgents wore killed at the 
village of Smerdesh, south. of the 
Lake of Presba, May 21. ‘The insur- 
geuts, who had possession of quanti- 
tics of dynamite, sought refuge in 
the village and were attacked by 
Turkish troops.

Toronto, May 27.—Mr. Ross an- 
nounced in the House last night that 
it was no part of the Government 
railway program to hand over. to 
the Grand Trunk ‘Pacific the railway 
into the  Temiskaming country, 
which the people are building for the 
opening up of that immense tract of 


“sparsely settled territory.. 3 


The Premier's intention - that the 
Temiskaming allway shall remain 
a Government road was given to the 
House on the discussion of tho bill 
to amend the Temiskaming and 
Northern’ Railway Act, The Gov- 
ernment might consider the advisa- 
bility of Icasing the road for a sum 
sufficient to pay the bonds issued 
for its construction, but the Govern- 
ment was not going to give the road 
away. Nor did he deem it wise to 
pay for the road out of the present 
resources of the province. There Was 
moncy in tho bank, but the provinco 
had not got through with works of 
importance. 

Mr, Latchford offered a brief expla- 
nation of the bill, which. provides 
for the issue of bords, - instead of de- 
dentures, to the amount of about 
$2,700,000 for tho construction of 
tho road and its extensions. It was 
proposed to dispose of timber limits 
for the payment of the bonds. 

Col. Matheson argued that tho road 
would pass through the most valu- 
able pine lands in the province, and 
the sale of the pine would pay — for 
the construction. The Colonel had 
been told that there. wore lumbermen 
who would build the road for tho 
pine. 

Mr. Latchford—Quite so. 

Mr. Ross—Tho pine is worth more 
than the road. . 

Col. Matheson argued that the pine 
was being frittered away. 

Mr, St. John objected that the 
Government,» by order-in-Council, 
should ‘give away 20,000 acres a 
mile for 110 miles of road, The time 
was coming when these lands would 
not be disposed of by order-in-Coun- 
cil. 

The second reading of the bill was 
carried without further objection. 

Foor House BilL 

In moving the sccond reading of 
the bill respecting municipal houses 
of‘refuge in the Legislature, Hon. 
Mr. Stratton sald the bill provi 
that every county or union of coun- 
ties shall before Jan. 1, 1904, ercct 
for such county or union of counties 
a house of refago for tho reception of 
indigent persons. There wero twenty- 
two counties which havo established 
institutions of this nature and 
twenty-one counties which have not. 
There Were at the present time in 
the county jdils a large number of 
persons whose only crime was that 
they Wero poor. Fifty-four persons 
were confined in twelve cells in tho 
jail at Cobourg, and the statistics 
of soveral other countics were quot- 
ed in thig connection. fe

- Lean Corporations Act. 

On the House going into committee 
to consider. the Attorney-General’s 
hilt to amend the Loan Corporations 
Act, Mr. Downey rose and held ‘up 
nn agreement of 8 loan company 
which collects meney from ehlldre 
on savings bank deposiis, and rea 
a clause providing that the deposit- 
or may Withdraw afticr’ payinents 
have’ been ninde for fire full years, 
and that was the method of doing 
business which he objected to. The 

Joverninent ought to seo that cor 
porations doing this class of busi- 
neas return the amount deposited if 
for some reason the deposits may 
cease at a period under five years. 

2 A Contract Outrage. 

When he called the attention of the 
Attorney-General a few days ago to 
this feature of tho contract, Mr. 
Gibson had declared that no such 
contract existed, and if his attention 
wns called to if ho would strike the 
company off the list.

TARIFF WAR POSSIBLE. 


Mr. Balfour Beplies to Sir Charies Dilke 
and Mr, Chamberlain Says Pertinent’ 
Things. 


London, May 29.—On the motion 
being made for the Whitsuntide  ad- 
journment of thé House of Commons, 
Sir Charles Dilke (Advanced .. Liber- 
al) yesterday raised a. discussion on 
the fiscal views recently enunciated 
by Colonial Secretary Chambcrlain. 

Premier Balfour said Sir Charics 
Dilke had attempted to make mis- 
chief between the Colonial Secretary 
and himself, but any such attempt 
would fail. The Premier argued that 
the tendency was to raise a tariff 
wall against British goods. 

With respect to tariff negotiations, 
continued the Premicr, if foreign 
countrics were to bo allowed to treat 
the British colonics as foreign na- 
tions, Great Britain would be forced 
by’ patriotic interests and rogard for 
her colonies to retaliate. 

Mr. Chamberlain cxpressed sur- 
prise that his Birmingham © specch 
has aroused such attention. . There 
,Was absolutely no difference of opin- 
fon between himself and Mr. Balfour. 

Mr, Chamberlain said he would do 
his utmost to bring this question in 
all ita bearings before the people. 
Thus far he had only raised a prin- 
ciple and had not formulated a 
plan, If there was no change in the 
fiscal systein the country would have 
to give up. all hopp of closer fiscal 
relations with the colonics, and must 
abandon all idoa of securing at any 
time closer political relations with 


Mr. Chamberlain concluded with an 
emphatic assertion that ‘he intended 
to press the matter on public attcn- 
tion, and said he was prepared to 
justify the taxing of food before tho 
working classes of this country.

An Old Letter. 

WHOLESALE ‘merchant of. Phila-

an Interesting document. It was a let- 
ter of instruction sent forty years ago 
by a merchant in St. Louls to his agent 
tan San Francisco. He thus describes 

it In the Philadelphia “Times:° 

“{t related to the disposal of a lot 
of goods which had been shipped by 
way of Cape Horn, and although it 
contained over fifteen, thousand words 
anda copy of a good-sized Invoice, It 
was written on just two sheets of pa- 
per 

“The paper itself is a sort of tough. 
opaque tissue, very thin and light, and 
swhen folded the letter slips easily into 
an envelope three inches wide, 

“Why it was gotten up in such & pe- 
eullar style is explained by the stimp 
on the corner, which is one of the old 
*pony express’ series, embellished with 
a picture of a man on horseback, spur- 
“ting at @ gallop across the plains. 

“I knew, of course, that the Pacific 
mail of that period was carried by re- 
lay express riders, but I never before 
realized what t pains were taken to 
reduce the welght to the lowest possible 
point. I am told that the letters were 
stored in little fat pouches under the 
faps of the saddle, and that they were 
usually written on a specially prepared 
tissue, ‘ 

“The one I have described must have 


-| occupied an expert clerk several days, 


for the penmanship, while microscopic, 
is benutifully executed, and as clear 
and legible as print. “

*horns.’In fact, this feature of her 
erpect has seemed) so .changeful and 
capricious that it-has even been re- 
garded as a weather token. But in 
reality there is a simple relation al- 


ways fulfilled by the moon's “harns,’- 


or points of the crescent. The line 
joining them is always at right angles 
or perpendicular to a line drawn from 
the sun to the moon, so that . the 
‘horns’ are alwayz turned ‘directly 
away from the sun. The exact posi- 
tion in which they will stand at any 
time is, therefore, easily predictable, 
and has nothing whatever to do with 
the weather. . . . As the late Pro- 
fessor Proctor well remarked, ‘to as- 
eert. that there will be such and such 
weather when the line joining the 
cusps is. seen (for instance) nearly 
horizontal, the moon being new, 1s the 
same as asserting that there must be 
suctt and such weather at the time 
of new: moon in February and 
March, if the moon is then nearly at 
her maximum distance from the ¢c- 
Uptic. And so with all such cases. 
If there’ were any value at all in such 
predictions, they: would’ imply. the 
strictly cy¢lic-return ‘of such and such 
weather.” The tradition that the cres- 
cent of the ‘new’ moon, when nearly 
horizontal, foretells a ‘dry month,’ or 
when nearly vertical a “wet month," is 
too absurd to de refuted, as it iz with- 
out any foundation whatever... Like 
most other so-called ‘signs,’ those who 
accept them do so from_ coincidences 
observed. Cases which prove the ‘signs’ 
are noted, but those which do not are 
neglected, and we are convinced only 
because we wish to be convinced.” 


The Raw-Food Fad. 


HiE eaters of raw food are feebly 
encouraged by the editor of “Good 
Health,” who remarks that what- 
ever may be said of uncooked food, it 
is certainly preferable to food badly 
cooked. He says: “Just now the raw- 
food diet threatens to become a fad. 
Certainly many people are experi- 
menting with this new dietetic idea. 
Fortunately it is not a very dangerous 
one.. On the whoie, much more mis- 
chief is done Py bad cookery than could 
ever possibly result from the use of 
raw food, and there can be no doubt 
that it would be far better for the av- 
erage man or woman to adopt an abso- 
lutely raw diet, and eat everything 
which he could possibly eat or relish, 
in a perfectly raw state than to swallow 
into his stomach the horrible messes 
which are concocted by the average 
cook, If the writer had to take his 
chances between raw food and the food 
found upon the average table, he would 
certainly dine with nature every, time. 
Raw potatoes would be far less likely 
to do mischief in the allmentary canal 
than fried potatoes, Saratoga chips, or 
even ordinary baked potatoes well but- 
tered while hot. Raw beefsteak, drip- 
ping and quivering, from the aide of a 
freshly slaughtered animal, is probably 
one of the most digestible of all known 
foods, although certainly not the most 
esthetic or appetizing; while the same 
steak, dried and fried on the griddle 
along with burnt butter and salt, 
is only @ little more digestible than a 
Dit of sole-leather. Raw wheat would 
certainly digest after a lengthy pere- 
grination, but the same wheat made 
into doughnuts, griddle-cakes, ple 
crust, or noodles, might tarry for a 
lengthy period in some nook along the 
digestive highway without undergoing 
that transmutation by which harmless 
food-stuffs are converted into live blood 
and vitalized tissues. It is safer on the 
whole for man to take his food as he 
finds it In Its natural state than to 
take It as he finds it on the table of the 
average boarding-houre or hotel. in 
other words, Jt is far safer for man to 
recelve his food straight from the hands 
of his Maker, than from the hands of 
a French cook. The raw-food idea Is 
not to be hastily condemned nor too 
much discouraged. It will open the 
eyes of & multitude of people to the 
evils of our present ways in diet, and 
certainly will serve a purpose tn polnt- 
ing toward the natural way in diet, 
from which the civilized portion of the 
race haa wandered so far astray. Our 
natural-food friends only ‘need to drop 
off a few coarse and comparatively In- 
nutritious as well as unpalatable food- 
stuffs to find themselves in the perfect 
way in diet which was marked cut for 
man fn the beginning, and in which our 
nearest relatives, the gorilla, chimioan- 
ree and oreng-outing, are still walk 
sae.”
